Every ventilator in the capitol -blows soot laden air into 


the rooms. The vaults particularly become covered with 
thick, oily black soot. The walls are getting black and grimy. 
Sixty janitors with sixty rags cannot compete against the 
continuous stream of soot. There is a simple remedy. May- 
be^it will mean an expensive initial outlay, ibut it will save 
janitors, save employes from running to the wash rooms, 
save tempers and material. We can at least install an air 
washing system at the intake. 
Even * thougn the air is 


pumped in half way up the dome, all the.soot comes in with 
it. With that as a beginning it may be that Madison may 
some day see the necessity for requiring smoke consumers 
on chimneys. We may get rid of some of this dirt without 
wearing out our housewives and janitors by chasing it with 
dustrags.—A Capitol Employe.
